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Introduction

This handbook is as an easy-to-use raference book for
policymakers, public officials, and policy analysts, as well as
anyone else who may need up-to-date information about state
economic, demographic, and fiscal data. This book includes data
on population, poverty rates, per capita state personal income,
state and local tax rates, and state and local government
revenues and spending programs. Gender and age comparisons are
noted in several instances.

State and national comparisons as well as 10-year
comparisons distinguish this handbook from many other reference
books. Comparisons can be found for a variety of purposes. For
example, per capita measures of tax revenues and percentage of
state personal income measures for tax revenues can be used for
comparing a state's tax burden with the national average. Other
possible data, such as population, per capita state personal
income, unemployment, and median household income can be used for
state and national average comparisons.

The book is divided into three parts. The first part
contains a four-page summary for each state that highlights
economic indicators, population and poverty measures, household
income distribution percentages, and fiscal data. Users
interested in a particular state can go directly to this section
and find a wealth of information that would otherwise have to be
assembled from a variety of reference tables.

The ecoromic indicators portion features gross economic
measures of state personal income, median household income,
gross state product, and employment. The population and poverty
portion provides data on population and poverty rates by sex and
age. The economic indicators and population data sections
include 10-year and national comparisons; state and national
poverty rates are provided for easy comparison.

Household income distribution data are by the age of the
householder. State and national comparisons are provided.

The fiscal data are divided into two segments: state and
local general revenue and tax rate data and state and local
general expenditure and debt ratio measures. For state and local
general revenues, calculations on per capita general revenue
categories and the percent of state personal income in general
revenue categories provide tax burden comparisons between each
state and the national average. Tax rates are shown at the state
level; where appropriate, local tax rates are described.

The state and local general expenditures segment features
per capita and percent of personal income figures that allow for
comparisons between each state and the national average. With
these figures, comparisons can be made on how much is spent for
education and other expenditure programs. State and local debt




information is provided on a per capita basis and per $1,000 of
personal income. The composition of short-term and long-term
debt 1s also illustrated.

The second part of the handbook provides users with separate
tables and selected U.S. maps for making state-by-state summary
comparisons on a single item of information, such as per capita
income, for all 50 states and the District of Columbia. The
tables provide state rankings for easy comparisons. Since local
governments can also, 1n many cases, levy taxes, tables showing
direct comparisons between states and the national average were
not shown.

Most of the information in this book comes from the U.S.
Census Bureau. Additional sources include: the U.S. Bureau of
Economic Analysis, the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics, and the
District of Columbia Government. Detailed information on data
sources can be found at the back of the handbook.

As state and local economic conditions and demographic
patterns change, policymakers may have to adjust their policies
on taxes and spending programs. These adjustments become more
difficult when economic and demographic changes depart from
historical trends. It is hoped that this handbook will
contribute to more informed public policy decisions by
identifying economic, demographic, and fiscal changes.
